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World State ‘Inevitable’ 
By Walter Lippmann 
As we sweat out the conflicts of our time, we 


are learning that however much the nations dis- 
agree and are divided, they are in fact compelled 


to collaborate more intimately and to unite 
more closely. 
The outcome of the negotiations over Trieste 


is a concrete illustration of this governing prin- 
ciple in our affairs. It was impossible to draw 
a single frontier which Italy and Yugoslavia 
and the four great powers would accept. The 
Italians and the Yugoslavs are intermingied 
in the province of Venezia Giulia that no 
boundary could he marked out which separated 
them. We have been compelled therefore to 
unite them under an international government. 


The Italians and the Yugoslavs who could not 
be separated will have to try to live together as 


s0 


citizens of the same territory. The great pow- 
ers which could not agree to award the ter- 
ritory to a single national state have had to 
agree to work together as guardians and gover- 
nors of an, international state. Instead of a 
sharp dividing line between the Soviet Union 
and the western powers at the head of the 
Adriatic, there is to be a more complicated form 
of co-operation than any of the powers desired 
or believed in 
. * . 

The same principle—that the only cure tor 
disunity is more unity—will govern us as we 
come to grips with many other great issues 
I'he four ministers have postponed a settlement 
of the Italian colonies. In the end they will be 
able to agree only on arrangement which call 
for a higher degree of international trusteeship 
than has as yet been seriously discussed. The 
strategic importance of the Italian colonies is 
so great, affecting as they do the future of the 
Mediterranean and the Middle Fast, that the 
simple solution of awarding the colonies to one 
power or another will not be practicable. In 
order to get agreement it will be necessary to 
invent and construct some much more neutral 
and international form of administration in a 
corps of international civil servants drawn from 
small states like Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Czschoslovakia and Switzerland 

We shall have to c_me, too, to higher and 
more complex co-operetion in the Middle Fast 
The issues in Palestine, Iran, and among the 
Arab states, are insoluble by any kind of division, 
such as existed in the past, into a British and 
a Russian sphere of influence. Nor are the 
prospects of a solution improved by the kind ot 


indirect American intervention which the United 
States is now practicing, where it supports the 
British when they are in conflict with the 
Russians, and at the same time are the back- 
seat drivers when the British are dealing with 
the Arabs and the Jews 

The United States will have t enter he 
Middle E as one of the principal powers, not 
as the second to, and yet the complaining critic 
of, Great Britain. When it does enter the Mid- 
die East as a principle power in its own right 
and on its own initiative, it will have to do so 
as the sponsor of a great project for the resur- 
rection and reconstruction of these ancient 
lands. It cannot stay out of the Middle East. 
It cannot remain there as the main auxiliary 
of Britain. It cannot go in there as a third 


imperial poWer. It will have, therefore, to enter 
the Middle East as the proposer and backer 
of a better order of life for all the peoples con- 
cerned.

Shortage of Shirts 


Unless production in textile 
factories can be speeded up, the short- 
age of shirts in Canada will grow even 
more accute than it is at present because 
the shirt shortage is world wide, says H 
L. Warren, president of the Warrendale 
Shirt Company of Montreal

Mr. farren attributes this condition 
to three factors; more spending money 
in the pockets of the public, the return 
of servicemen to civil life and the attempts 


of civilians to re-stock depleted wardrobes 


“Prior to 1939", declares Mr. Warren, 
“about three-quarters of the men’s shirts 
used in Canada were made from Canadian 
cloth. ‘The rest, the more expensive grades 
of materials, came from Britain and the 
United States. Since this expensive cloth 
was admitted duty free, Canadian cloth- 
makers were restricted to less expensive 
and more stable lines 

“Today, 98 percent of Canadian shirts 
are being made from cloth supplied by 
Canadian mills.” 

As The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed 
out on many occasions, increased produc- 
tion is the greatest urgent need in Canada 
The present shirt situation emphasizes 
that fact 

Production is both the only source of 
wealth and obviously the only ource of 
supply. If Canadians are not to go shirtl 
every machine and every working hour 
1as to be employed to full capacity to fill 
this pressing need 

Financial Independence 

The Right Honorable J. L. Usley and 
his economic advisers are entitled to the 
congratulations and gratitude of all Can- 
adians for the courageous and timely 
establishment of the Canadian dollar on
